FIVE MEN CREMATED 
IN LOG SALOON BY 
BY MEMBERS OF POSSE 


Sheriff Has Sent for Reinforcements, 
and Turner’s Gang Is Gathering 
More Desperadoes for Final 
Fray—Desperate Fight- 
ing Is Sure To Fol- 
low Now. 


Knoxville, Tenn., February 12.—Six men 
are dead and as many more are dying 
as the result of a battle between officers 
from Middlesboro and mountaineers, says 
a special to The Journal and Tribune 
from its Middlesboro, Ky., eurrespondent. 

The battle, which was one of the most 
desperate affairs of its kind in the his- 
tory of mountain warfare, occurred be- 
tween 4 and 6 o'clock thig afternoon at 
Lee Turner's “Quarter House” saloon, 
3% miles from Middlesboro. 

Last month Turner had some mules 
and other goods levied on in payment 
for a debt, and a few nights ago, it is 
alleged, he with others went to Virginia, 
where the property had been taken. se- 
cured what was formerly his, and _ re- 
turned to the “Quarter House,’’ 

Posse Starts for the Scene. 

Today Deputy Sheriff William ‘Thomp- 
son summoned a posse of ten Or fifteen 
men for the purpose of arresting Turner 
at his “Quarter House’ saloon. The 
Louisville and Nashville refused to com- 
vey the officers to the saloon, and they 
walked through the mountains. 

Turner had heard that an attempt 
would be made to arrest him, and he 
and his men, fifteen’in number, gave the 
officers a warm reception. 

The saloon is well suited for an attack 
like this. It is built of huge logs and is 
Surrounded by a 30-foot fence, in which 
loop holes are cut, so that the inmates 
can shoot at outsiders.

‘NO CHANGE-IN PLANS 
FOR RECEIVING PRINCE 


The Trip to Charleston Has Not Been 
Abandoned, but Will Be Made 
After Departure of the 
German Visitor. 


Groton, Mags., February 12.—If ‘Theo- 
Core Roosevelt, Jr., continues for the next 
twenty-four hours in his present condition 
his physicians have given the pres’dent 
and Mre. Roorevelt to believe their son’s 
vitality will be sufficient for him to meet 
and pass successfully the crisis in his 
disease, which is looked for some time 
tomorrow and on Friday morning he will 
be practically out of danger. 

Tonight he fs considered to be better 
than last night. 

Quite unexpectedly Mr. Cortelyou made 
a sick room report at 11-.o’cleck, saying 
that the boy was sleeping auietly and 
that the situation was unchanged.

Prince Henry After His Arri val in New York City. 
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It Will Be Occupied by 


Hohenzollern Slips Into American 
Water a Day Ahead of 
Schedile 


New York, February 12.—The imperial 
German yacht, Hohenzollern, sent here 
for the use of Prince Henry of Prussia 
in his. forthcoming visit, arrived today 
from Kiel. She was not expected, for 
she came by the southern circle, and it 
was calculated that the run would take 
at least one more day than it did. It 
had also been thought that she would 
touch at Bermuda and that place had re- 
ported her two days overdue. The weath- 
er encountered was unfavorabie for a 
call at’ Bermuda and at sea Admiral 
Count Von Baudissin abandoned the 
partly formed plan and shaped his course 
for New York. 

The yacht had some heavy weather in 
southern waters, but for the most part

GOVERNOR HAS HEARD FROM 
GENERAL MANAGER SCOTT 


Four Roads Have Now Replied, and 
Two of Them Assent, While 
Two Others Give Doubtful 
Replies—Two Others To 
Be Heard From. 


Upon his return from Charleston yes- 
terday Governor Candler found awaiting 
rim a letter from General Manager T. K. 
Scott, of the Georgia railroad, accepting 
the state’s proposal with reference to the 
building of a new depot on the state's’ 
property in Atlanta. 

The Georgia railroad accepts the state's 
proposal practically unconditionally. The 
only provisos in General Manager Scott's 
letter are the formal ones relating to the 
acceptance by the other roads and satis- 
factory arrangements with the state under 


the terms of the act. 

This makes the second road that has ac- 
cepted the state’s proposal without ma- 
terial objection, the other being the Nash 
ville, Chattanooga and St. Louis, lessee 
of the state road, whose letter was pub 
lished in The Constitution several days 
ago. The lessee road accepted provided 
satisfactory arrangements could be made 
and the other roads would continue to 
pay it the same rental they are now pay- 
i:g. The Georgia railroad has evidently 
assented to this, since a copy of Presi- 
dent J. W. Thomas’ letter was sent to 
General Manager Scott, as was dune in 
the cuse of the executive officers of all 
the other roads. 

Four replies in al] have been received 
by the governor, the two others being 
fry the Southern and the Central of 
Georgia. The former, as has been stated, 
neither accepted nor rejected the pro- 
posal, but seemed to want a further and 
a more favorable proposition. The Cen- 
tral, Governor Candler states, took prac- 
tically the same attitude as the Southern, 
replying in rather doubtful terms. 

Governor Candler has writtea to Presi- 
dent Spencer, of the Southern, with re- 
gard to the matter and is expecting a re- 
ply from him within a few days. 

The other roads yet to be heard from 
are the Seaboard Air Line and the At- 
lanta and West Point. The belief is gen- 
erally expressed that they will accept the 
proposal.

Mr. Hoar suggested there was a dif- 
ference between the stamping out of the 
inaurrection and the reconciling of the 
Filipinos to American control. 

Do We Torture Filipinos? 

Mr. Teller quoted newspaper and mag- 
azine articles to show that cruelties and 
tortures were applied to Filipino insur- 
gcnts with a view to forcing them to re- 
veal the hiding places of their rifles. The 
parti@ular torture upon which the Col- 
oraMo senator dwelt was “the water 
cure.” On the authority of one writer, 
Mr. Teller said that of 160 Filipincs to 
whom the water cure had been applic, 
all but twenty-six had died from itg ef- 
fucts 

Mr. Bacon. of Georgia, suggested that 
it might noc be proper to charge the 
Americar army with these cruelties. The 
tortures were practiced, he thought, 
principally by the Macabebe scouts (na- 
tives). and perhaps by some of the more 
vicious elements of the army, who were 
aXordéd opportunity by the presence of 
the army in the Philippines to carry inte 
effect their vicious instincts. 

Mr. Tiliman interrupted Mr. Teller to 
inquire of Mr. Lodge, chairman of the 
committee on Philippines, whether it wa 
true, as had been charged in some n 
papers, that that committee was con- 
ducting its investigations of the Philip- 
pine question In a sort of star chamber 
manner, special representatives of the 
press being excluded from the hearings. 
Lodge Denies Star Chamber Charge. 

Mr. Lodge replied with some vehemence 
that that was an idle story; that repre- 
sentatives of the three press associations 
were admiited to the investigation and 
that fair reports were being sent out fo 
all the newspapers of the country. It 


had been decided by the committee nt 


to admit all newspaper men to the hear- 
ings, because the committee room was 
totally inadequate for the accommodation 
of the public. 
‘ Mr. Tillgnn insisted that the reports 
sent out were garbled and colored. 

‘That is not true, In my judgment,” 
said Mr. Lodge.

velous admiration’ for the commission 
itself. ¢ 

“They tell us,’ he said, in conclusion, 
“that the Filipinos do not want inde- 
pendence, when it is made by the autfor- 
ities a penitentiary offense to express any 
desire for independence.” 

Mr. Patterson thought the senate ought 
to understand the special significance of 
the document presented by the federal 
party. 

‘The federal party’ has met whatg§ver 
success it has achieved,’ he asserted, 
“under a declaration that it stands for the 
statehood of the is'ands in the American 
union.”’ 

‘He insisted that if the republican lead- 
ers would say that it was not their in- 
tention to give the Philippines statehood, 
“the Filipinos who now were advocating 
American contro] would desert them as 
rats leaving a sinking ship.

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IS FILIPINO MEMORIAL 


ASHINGTON, February 12.—The 
memorial°of the federal party of 
the Philippine islands was trans- 


W 


mitted to the senate ' this afternoon by: 
the secretary. of war, ‘together with a 


letter of transmitta}’ by- Governor Taft, 
in whose charge the document was given 
The memorial was adopted at an extra- 
ordinary’session of the federal party held 
in Mariila in Noveniber. “It gets forth 
that the performance of that obligation 
of the treaty of Paris which gave the 
United States authority to fix the status 
of the Philippine islands has been de- 
ferred to’this time because of the attack 
by the’ Filipinos upon the sovereignty 
of the United States, an act brought 
about, the memorial says, through a mis- 
understanding and not through hatred of 
the American sovereignty. 

"War Declared Practically Dead. 

It ‘further’ states that out of the sixty 
provinees and districts war ¢xists in only 
two—Batangas and’ Samar. It also as- 
Serts that it is a demonstrated fact that 
the pueblos or towns anxiously desire a 
‘definitive civil rule,” and says those who 
are still.in arms allege the lack of a civil 
regime, “agreed upon and promulgated 
by the congress of the United States as a 
weighty pretext for their belligerent atti- 
tude, which regime shall determine at 
Once the political status and civil rights 
of the inhabitants of the archipelago in 
accerdance with the treaty of Paris.”’ 
. (he. memorial then makes a presenta- 
tion of the deduction of the federal par- 
ty that congress_should proceed to carry 
into effect its intention of defining the 
future of the Philippines in their relations 
to the United States, and asserts that 
there is no reason for not replacing the 
military regime “‘by-a civil rulejof a pop- 
ular eharacter in, conformity with the 
decisive words of the never to be for- 
gotten. President McKinley.” | 

A Petition for Annexation.

“To make ‘of the Philippines a coldny 
of the United States or to grant inde- 
pendence to the Philippines would be to 
hend the islands over to disorder and to 
anarchy, to destruction and to’ chaos. 
In effect the colonial system involves 
the principles of difference of citizenship, 
inequality of rights and other cohsequent 
abuses and injustices, with which all 
of we Filipinos were surfeited under the 
Spanish government, and for this rea- 
son we reject everything which tends to- 
ward a colony. 

“Philippine independence, with or with- 
out a protectorate, means a holding of 
power by all the tribal elements of the 


sects which predominate and would pre- 


dominate still for some years, until, the 
anger of Filipinos toward Filipinos shall 
have been completely calmed, education 
become general and the fanaticism we 


‘Nave inherited from Spain exiled. Fed- 


eration or annexation would settle all 
these difficulties by concentrating the in- 
terest of the Filipino people upon educa- 
tion ‘and iabor.” 

Ultimate Statehood Their Sole Prayer 

The memorfridalists then pray a declara- 
tion by the congress of the United States 
to the effect that the Philippines, as they 
are described in the treaty of Paris and 
the subsequent convention with Spain, 
are an integral part of the United States, 
the said Philippine islands constituting 
a territory with the rights and privileges 
which the constitution of the United 
States grants to the other territories, 
such ‘as that of becoming a state of the 
union. 

The preliminary form of government 
similar to that of the tergitories of the 
Unitéd States is outlined suitable for 
the Philippines. The plan provides for 
a@ governor and four executive secretaries 
to be appointed by the president of the 
United States and for a territorial sen- 
ate, in addition to-a house of represen- 
tatives, consisting of thirty members, 
sixteen of whom are tobe elected by 
the people and the others appointed by 
the governor. The memotial” asks that 
the islands be represented in the United 
States house Of rpresentatives by two 
delegates. 

Deep Hatred for Friars. 


The second part of thé memorial sets 
forth the aspirationg of a social dnd 
economical character, the principle of 
which the memorial represents to be the 
securing of a remedy for the “ancient 
evil known as the friar.’’ Under. this 
designation the memorial includes all 
the religious orders now existing in the 
islands. The memorial says of the lat- 
ter that “they constitute 
which are visibly opposed to the Fill- 
pino people securing the noble ends gain- 
ed by the constitution of the United 
States,”” and continuing, it is declared 
that the abuses of these arders have 
been the cause of the- bleody struggles 


‘of the past and of the deep hatred 


existing between the friars and the peo- 
ple of the, Philippine islands. 

ngress is asked to take steps to rem- 
edy. this evfl and special attention is 
urged to the recommendations made by 
Governor Taft. 


Complete and General Amnesty. 


Complete and general amnesty to the 
Philippine people is asked. In the pac- 
ified portions of the islands the memorial 
says there are thousands of prosecutions 
brought against the revolutionists who 
have surrendered t6 American sover- 
eignty for acts of violence while they 
were in the field and prior to their sur- 
render. 

In this connection the memorial as- 
serts there are many revolutionists who 
have thus submitted who have been now 
deported to distant islands or who are 
undergoing sentences in jails and pris- 
ons while their families suffer the great- 
est sorrow and want. 

This condition of affairs the memo- 
rialists consider a great obstacle to com- 
plete pacification. 

Other requests made are for a satis- 
factory monetary system and for the 
approval of the acts of the American 
Philippine commission. 


MIGRATION OFNORTHERNERS 
SOUTH JUMPS 61 PER-CENT 


Washington, February 12.—The migra- 
tion between sections of the United States 
is dealt with in the following official 
statement issued by the census bureau: 

‘The migration northward of southern 
whites, while increasing in absolute 
amount, has relatively declined. The mi- 
gration northward of colored people has 
increased rapidly. The northward migrui- 
tion of southern whites, however, is still 
nearly three times as great in absolute 
amount, and nearly one and a half tim2s 
as great relative to the population from 
which it comes, as the northward migra- 
tion of the colored, a difference probably 
due in part to the better economic posi. 
tion of the Southern whites and in part 
@&:e to the fact that the center of popula- 
tion of that class is nearer the border. 


Tremendous Movement Southward. 

‘In 1900 there were 1,022,776 persons liv- 
ing in «he south who had been born in 
the north, an increase of 61 per cent since 
1£90. This current of migration is greater 
in absolute amount than that of southern 
whites or southern negroes moving north, 
but over a quarter of a million less than 
the two combined. It is increasing much 
more rapidly than either. But the total 
number of persons of northern birth in 
the United States is so great (in 1890, 31,- 
933,974, and in 1900, 39,186,516) that the 
amount of this southward movement rela- 
tive to the population from which it comes 


, 


is less than the proportion for either of 
the return currents. In 1890 of all per- 
scns in the United States born in ihe 
nerth, 2 per cent were living in the south. 
In 1900 the proportion had increased to 2.6 
per cent. 

Percentage of Northbound Folk De- 

creased. 

“‘In 1890 there were north of Mason and 
Dixon line, the Ohio and the southern 
boundary of Missouri and Kansas, 904.- 
689 white persons who had been born in 
the south, which increased 6 per cent to 
958,974 in 1900.. But the number of white 
persons of southern birth living in the 
United States as a whole had increased 
from 12,921,995 to 16,065,045. The propor- 
t:cn of white persons of southern bifth 
and northern residence fell in the ten 
years from 7 to 6 per cent of the whole 
chass of white persons born in the south. 

Few Negroes in the North. 

“‘In 1900, 336,879 colorefl persons Of south- 
ern birth were living in the north, an in- 
crease of about 46 per cent. Meantime the 
number of colored persons born in the 
south and living in the United States as a 
whole had increased from 6,915,715 to 
8,287,08%. The proportion of colored per- 
sons of southern birth and northern resi- 
dence increased in the ten years from 3.2 
to 4.1 per cent of the whole class of col- 
ored persons born in the south.’’

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WILL PRINCE GETS TWO YEARS. 


Convicted of Complicity in Murder of 
Brother in Law. 


Kansas City, February 12.—Will Prince 
was this afternoon found guilty of man- 
Slaughter in the fourth degree and his 
punishment fixed at two years in the 
penitentiary for complicity in the mur- 
der of Philin H. Kennedy, who was shot 
and killed by his wife, Lulu Prince Ken- 
nedy, January 10, 1901. Kennedy was 
contracting agent of the Merchants’ 
Dispatch Transportation Company. 


Prince says he will appeal the case. 


Philip H. Kennedy married Lulu 
Prince under compulsion one month be- 
fore he was killed, but he refused to 
live with her. His wife's father and 
two brothers sought to compel him to 
support her and becat of their threats 
against him and their demands upon 
him before the tragedy, Prosecutor 
Hadley, acting upon the theory that 
they comspirfi against his life and in- 
fluenced Mrs. Kennedy to fire the fatal 
shots, filed information against them. 
charging them with complicity in the 
crime, although they were not indicted 
by the grand jury. 

Mrs. Kennedy, the first of the Prince 
family to be tried for the murder, was 
convicted and given a sentence of ten 
years in the penitentiary. C. W. Prince, 
the father, and Bert Prince, the other 
brother, are yet to be tried.

LAW IS PASSED 


Motion to RecommitDefeated 
After Hard- Fight by 
34 Votes. 


BILL FINALLY ENACTED 
MODIFIES ORIGINAL LAW 


Rigid Military Inspection of All Fac- 
tories and Store Houses Is Called 


For—Full Réport’ Must Be 
Made on Renovated 
Butter. 


Washington, February 12.—The house 
today passed the oleomargarine bill. 
There was no. division on the final pas- 
sage, the real test of strength having 
been made on a motion to recommit, 
which was defeated by a majority of 34. 

The provision to require the inspection 
and branding of renovated butter, which 
was adopted in committee of the whole 
yesterday was retained today on a yea- 
and-nay vote. 

As finally passed the .bill is somewhat 
modified from the form in which it was 
reported from the committee on agricul- 
ture. It makes oleomargarine dr. imita- 
tion butter or cheese transported into any 
state or territory for use, sale or con- 
sumption therein, subject to the laws of 
such states or territories, notwithstanding 
it may be introduced in original pack- 
ages and imposes a tax of 10 cents per 
pound on oleomargarine made in imita- 
tion of “‘butter of any shade of yellow.” 
When not made in such imitation the tax 
is reduced to one-fourth of 1 cent per 
pound, Penalties for ‘violation of the act 
are fine of not less than $50, nor more 
than $500 and imprisonment for not less 
than thirty days nor more than six 
months. The new segtion relating to the 
inspection and branding of renovated but- 
ter is as follows: 

“That the secretary of agriculture is 
hereby required to cause a rigid sanitary 
inspection to be made from time to time 
of ali factories and storehouses where 
butter is renovated; and al] butter reno- 
vated at such places shall be carefully 
inSpected in the same manner and to the 
Same extent and purpose that meat prod- 
uctS are’ now inspéeted. The quantity 
and quality of butter renovated shall be 
reported monthly. All renovated butter 
Shall be designated as such by marks, 
brands and labels and the words ‘reno- 
vated butter’ shall-be printed on all pack- 
ages thereof in such manner as may be 
prescribed by the secretary of agricul- 
ture and shall be sold only as renovated. 
No butter shall be shipped or transport- 
ed from one to another or to foreign 
countries unless inspected as provided in 
this section.’’ 

War Claims Are Passed. 

War claims occupied the attention of 
the house after the passage of the oleo- 
margarine bill and the day was made 
notable for the passage of the first bill 
for the payments of claims of United 
States citizens arising out of th. Spanish 
war. It carried something over $55,000 
for the payment of 202 claims for prop- 
erty taken within the United States for 
the use of the army. ° 

An omnibus bill carrying claims aggre- 
gating $2,114,552 for stores and supplies 
taken from loyal citizens. during the civil 
war also was passed: These claims were 
allowed under the provisions of the Bow- 
man act. Two bills, which have been 
before congress for. twenty-cight years, to 
refer certain claims for additional com- 
pensation by the builders of certain moni- 
tors during the civil war to the court of 
claims were passed. °.' 

The bill which passed the house last 
session to pay 176 claims, aggregating 
$2,114,552, allowed by the court of claims 
under the Bowman act for stores and 
supplies taken from boyal citizens for the 
use of the United States army during the 
civil war also favorably acted upon. The 
next bill considered was one to pay claims 
for property taken for military purposes 
within the United States during the war 
with Spain. tt appropriated $55,775 for 
the payment of 202 claims, the payment 
of which was recommended by the millt- 
tary commission which investigated the 
cases. 

This bill and another for the relief of 
the trustees of Carson-Newman college 
at Jefferson City, Tenn., also were favor- 
ably acted upon, after which the above 
bills were passed by the house. Then at 
4:20 p. m. the house adjourned. 


INCREASED APPROPRIATION. 


Postoffice Bill Goes to House with 
Big Additions. 
Washington, February 12.—The postof- 
fice appropriation bilis, which has been 
practically completed by the house com- 
mittee on postoffice and post roads, car- 
ried $137,916,598, an increase of $14,133,910 
over the current appropriation. The 
largest item is $41,co0,Wuu for railway trans- 
portation of mails. The rural free deliv- 
ery service gets an increase of $1,250,000, 
making the total $7,529,000, and provision 
is made: to’place the rural carriers under 
a contract system instead of salaries, as 
at present. The extra allowance for fast 
railway mail service »etween Washing- 
ton and New Orleans is included. For 
increase of salaries of postoffice clerks 
$811,000 is allowed, and $200,000 fur increase 

in salaries of railway mail employees.

North Honors Former President’s 
Natal Day. 


McLAURIN PAYS TRIBUTE 


South Carolina Senator Makes Plea 
for Erasure of Sectional 
Lines. 


Chicago, February 12.—Memorial exer- 
cises in honor of Abraham Lincoln were 
held here today on a scale surpassing 
flat of any: previous local celebration of 
the anniversary of his birth. 

Appropriate exercises were held in the 
schools, all the public buildings, save the 
postoffice, were closed and no business 
was transacted at any of the banks or on 
the board of trade, or the stock exchange. 
A large number of business houses also 
were closed during the afternoon. 

In the evening there were a number of 
banquets. The largest of these affairs 
was held in the home of the Marquette 
Club, where at least seven hundred mem- 
bers of the club gathered to listen to the 
addresses. 

LaFayette Young, of Des Moines, lowa, 
spoke on “Abraham Lincoln.”’ 

Curtis Guild, Jr., of Boston, spoke on 
“Our Flag in the Tropics.”’ 

Senator McLaurin, of South Carolina, 
followed with an address on ‘‘Lincoln and 
His Relations to the South.’’ He said in 
part: 

‘I think I see the dawn of another day 
when our country will be divided not on 
sectional lines, but in thought; when a 
man will act arf@ vote not from the in- 
fluence of the mere locality, but in ac- 
cordance with the dictates of his con- 
science, judgment and the enlightened 
self-respect. This and this alone, can 
make us one country, one nation, one peo- 
ple; thus realizing the hope of Washing- 


ton, the ideal] of Lincoln and the prophe- ‘ 


cy of McKinley. 

“What the people of the south now 
want is a closer bond of brotherhood 
throughout our common country. In this 
they are notably seconded by the people 
of the north. The south needs the activ- 
ity, the energy and the progressive com- 
mercial and industrial ability of the 
north. The north needs the vast resources 
of the south. The two sections working 
together can bring about an era of 
growth never yet attained in the history 
of our country.”’ 

Banquets were also held by the mem- 
bers of the Lincoln Club at which the 
chief speakers were Governor Yates, ex- 
United States Senator from Nebraska 
John W. Thurston and Congressman 


Foss, of Chicago. 


Soldiers Put Flowers on Tomb. 

Springfield, Ills., February 12.—At the 
national Lincoln monument this after- 
noon, hundreds of gray haired soldiers, 
who had seen many a hard fought field 
and hundreds of women who had aided 
the cause of the union by untiring work 
in hospitals and homes, assembled and 
lafa beautiful floral offerings on the sar- 
cophagus.

Plot. 


PLAN TO KILL HUMBERT 
FORMED IN NEW YORK 


Bresci, According to Information in 
Hands of Police, Was Only a 
Volunteer at Meeting of 
the Italian Anarch- 
ists. 


New York, February 12.—In a report by | 


the police of this city to the Italian am- 
bassador in Washington and the Italian 
ccnsul in New York, the direct assertion 
is made, The Herald will say tomorrow, 
that the killing of King Humbert was 
planned here. The police have named the 
men who conspired with Gaetano Bresci. 
Many of them are still at liberty. The 
veport which, it is asserted, was sent to 
Baron Fava and which reached Consul 
Branchi soon after Bresci’s crime con- 
tains a resume of the growth of the Ital- 
ian anarchist societies in this country. 
Names and dates are frecly given. 

Just four months before the assassina- 
tion of King Humbert, accorcing to this 
report, the crime was planned in this 
city. It was at a meeting of anarchists 
held at a hotel owned by an Italian, who 
has since died. The meeting was called by 
Malatesta, who presided. 

Bresci Was a oVlunteer. 

Among others present were Gaetano 
Bresci, Guido Canoavo, the Brazzini 
brothers and the Blatto brothers, who 
are now fugitives and are believed to be 
in Colorado. Incendiary speeches were 
made and the assertion was srouted that 
King Humbert must die. 

Just at the close of the meeting Bresci 
volunteered his services, saying he was 
ready to make the sacrifice, for this he 
was loudly applauced and Malatesta 
promised to return to Europe to watch 
the situation and send word when the 
time was ripe for the blow. Both Bresci 
and Malatesta kept their word and King 
Humbert dled the death that was planned 
for him in New York. 

Many Other Meetings. 

The report goes on to say ihat many 
cther meetings in vurious cities were ad- 
dressed by Malatesta when he was in 
hiding in this c»yuntry. At these meet- 
irgs, it is charged, murder was preached 
and plans were laid for the a*sagsination 
of the king of Italy as weli as the heads 
of othe, fcreign governments. 

In the report, said to have been placed 
in the hands cf the Italian authorities, it 
is told how Malatesta was brought tv this 
country by anarchists who have settled 
here during the last 6 years. He took ad- 
vantage of the excitement that resulted 
from the sirike at the Crceton dam in the 
spring of 1900 to spread his doctrines.

Turner’s place, undaunted at the shots 
which whizzed around them. As soon as 
Cecil was killed his companions deter- 
mined to burn Turner’s rendezvous, and 
in the midst of the battle a fellow applied 
a torch to an exposed side of the build- 


ing. 
House in Flames. 

A few minutes later the building was 
in flames. Several of the mountaineers 
came to the window and were immediate- 
ly shot down. 

The posse surrounded the barricade, 
determined to let none escape. Lee Tur- 
ner and several of his friends, however, 
in some manner escaped and is now at 
Mingo mines, 8 miles from Middlesboro. 
Several of his men perished in the flames.

Venezuelan _ Revolutionists 
Destroyed Vessel and Cap- 
tured Crew. 


GOVERNMENT BOAT FOUGHT 
HARD BEFORE SURRENDER 


Venezuelan Crew Taken on Board 
the Libertador—Sutero’s Hat 
Was Pierced by Bullets—No 
Confirmation of Other 
Naval Fight. 


Wiliemstadt, Isiand of Curacoa, Feb- 
ruary 12.—A schooner which communi- 
edted yesterday with the Venezuelan revo- 
lutionary steamer Libertador, confirms 
the report that the letter sank the Venez- 
uelan gunboat General Crespo, recently 
rear Cumarebo. The captain and crew 
of the Crespo are prisoners on board the 
Libertador. . 

No confirmation has been obtained of 
the report that a naval engagement took 
place Mondaey last off the coast of Venez- 
uela, though the sound of cannonading 
was heard here that morning. The Venez- 
velan gunboat Bolivar is cruising in 
trese waters. The IAbertador is also off 
these waters. 

Later in the day the following report 
of the engagement between the Libertador 
and the Crespo was obtained: 

‘ “On board the Libertador, off Cumarebo, 
Venezuela, February 7: 

“We left the vicinity of Curacoa at 4 
o'clock this morning, going southward. At 
2 o'clock in the afternoon we met the 


steamer Crespo before Cumarebo and she 


immediately prepared for th fight. To 
our summons to surrender was accom- 
panied by a blank cannon shot, the Cres: 
po replied by opening fire on us, to which 
the Libertador answered by directing the 
fire of her heavy guns and rapid fire guns 
on the Crespo. The latter kept up firing 
for a time, but her shelis did not strike 
us, while our shells inflicted serious dam- 
age to her. After half an hgur’s fighting 
the Crespo hoisted the white fieg and sur- 
rendered unconditionally. The commander 
of the Crespo, General Pedro Rivere Sute 
ro, and all her crew were then transferred 
on board the Libertador and the Crespo, 
rendered completely useless. was aban- 
dened on the coast, after all her war ma- 
terial had been removed and the guns 
which we could not take away had been 
destroyed. 

“When the commander of the Crespo 
arrived on board the Libertador we no- 
ticed that his hat had been pierced by 
bullets and wé acknowlédged that he and 
all Fis crew had fought valiantly. 

(Signed) “MATOS.” 

The signer of the above report is Gen- 
eral Manual A. Matos, the leader of the 
Venevuelan revolution and commander of 
the Libertador.

Pekin Surprised and Pleased. 


Pekin, February 12.—The news of the 
signing the Anglo-Japanese treaty of al- 
liance became known to a few diplomats 
here today and was an absolute surprise. 
The treaty is regarded as the most im- 
~ortant mcve made in the Far Eastern 
pelitics of recent years. The Japanese 
minister, Uchida, visited Prince Ching, 
presideft of the foreign office, and gave 
him a copy of the treaty. It is not doubt- 
ei amone the dinlomats here that the 
new alliance will effectually veto the 
signing of the Manchurian treaty. 

The Japanese minister, Uchida, and the 
United States minister. Mr. Conger, have 
recently been pressing Prince Chingy to 
postpone signing the Manchurian treaty. 
an-1 chtained a promise to defer so doing 
until fresh representations could be made, 
which representations were made today 
in the form of a copy of the Anglo- 
Japanese treaty. The Chinese officials 
who were informed of the signing of the 
treaty expressed the greatest satisfac- 
tion. They said British prestige in the 
Far East had been given a tremendous 
advancement. 


Paris Says a Loan Will Follow. 


Paris, February 12.—The view taken in 
diplomatic corps here is that an Anglo- 
Japanese alliance, being purely defensive, 
is wot a disturbing element in the east. 
The agreement, it is claimed here, ¢x- 


cludes Manchuria, and Russia therefore § 


is not menaced thereby. The alliance fs 
taken to indicate that Great Britain has 
abandoned her opportunities and vaccilat- 
ing attitude of recent years in the Far 
<ast for a fixed policy, and that the re- 
sult will certainly make for the peace of 
the world. The question of Korea, pro- 
vided for in the first article of the treaty, 
cannot lead to a disturbance of the peace, 
because Russia has no aggressive aims 
in that country. Japan also is not in an 
aggressive moad. 

One of the first results of the alliance 
will probably be a new Japanese loan. 
The Temps says: 

“The new alliance’ seems to indicate 
that the British government intends to 
inaugurate a ne® policy in the Far East. 
It is an innovation without precedent for 
a century. England thereby changes her 
policy of ‘free hands’ for a policy of ‘tied 
hards.,’ ”’ 

The Journal des Debats remarks; 

“We think England gets the best of the 
bargain.’’ 

The Francais says: ‘““The most impor- 
tant result will be to give England 
greater freedom in the remainder of the 
world.”’ 


English Views Are Mixed. 


London, February 12.—The liberal _after- 
noon papers view the alliance between 
yreat Britain and Japan with mixed 
feelings, and the conservative organs 
generally applaud it. The St. James Ga- 
zette (conservative) expresses mild sur- 
prise at the departure from British tra- 
ditional policy, but finds solace in the 
thought that the policy and interests of 
the United States are identical with those 
of Great Britain and Japan, and con- 
cludes:

, Germany Looks Askance. 


Berlin, February 12.—The Nationa! Zel- 
tung, referring to the new dual alliance, 
says: 

“The Anglo-Japanese alliance bears a 
great resemblance to the triple alliance. 
If the United States has joined. Japan 
and Great Britain in resisting the sign- 
ing of the Manchurian treaty it must be 
inferred that the United States regards 
the new treaty sympathetically. Since 
the immediate aims of Japan and Great 
Britain are essentially defensive, the 
treaty acquires unmistakable significance 
in regard to the preservation of peace 
in the Orient. 

The Vossische Zeitung also infers that 
the treaty will tend toward the mainte- 
nance of Oriental tranquillity and says 
it feels that to that extent it can be 
tiewed with satisfaction by Germany. 

The Neuste Nachrichten sees in the alli- 
ance a far greater practical advantage 
for Great Britian than for Japan, ‘‘since 
a Japanese-Rissian war is the most 
probable of all conflicts in eastern Asia.” 
The paper adds: | 

“It is most unlikely that France will 
actively assist Russia in such a conflict. 
Therefore, Japan with the agreement in 
her pocket, will have to reckon alone on 
the costs of the settlement with Ruesia.”’ 


Washington Denies Joint Action. 


Washington, February 12.—Mr. Taka- 
hira, the Japanese minister to (\Washing- 
ton, today called at the stat department 
and notified Secretary Hay of the signa- 
ture of the treaty between Great Britain 
and Japan, made public yesterday in 
England, binding the two nations to joint 
action to maintain the integrity of China 
and Korea. 

The assent of the United States is not 
necessary to this agreement, but if it 
were, it probably would not be withheld, 
for it is pointed out ‘that the treaty is 
precisely in line with the aims of the 
state department, as fully disclosed in the 
notes published by it from time to time. 

It is again stated that there has been 
no joint action as between the United 
States and the two powers named, vet it

The sovereignty of Rus- 
sia or China over Manchurta would be to 
us an immaterial issue so long as Ameri- 
can ships are free to sail into Manchurian 
ports On even terms with Russian ships, 
so long as American products may be en- 
tered in Manchuria at the same tariff 
rates as Russian, and so long as Ameri- 
can railroad and mining projectors may 
operate in Manchuria as fréeély as those 
of any other nation. In other words, the 
United States is contending for the “open 
door’? in Manchuria and it recognizes in 
this new treaty a valuable support in its 
contention. 

It is understood that the Japanese min- 
ister and the British and Russian am- 
bassadors here are fully acquainted with 
this attitude of the United States,

Both Von Holleben and the Emperor 
Were Opposed to Interference 
Between United States and 
Spain,: Despite the 
Request. 


Berlin, February 12.—The statement of 
Lord Cranborne, the under secretary 
the British foreign office, in tne 
of commons yesterday caused amaze- 
ment here, since the German officials 
assume that Lord Pauncefote's proposal 
of April 14, 1898, 
of the other countries could not 
been made without instructions from the 
home government. The German officials 
point out that Henry Norman's question 
in the house of commons was 
purposely to give it the appearance of 
covering: fully The North German Ga- 
vette’s statement of Monday 
doing so, since the German side 
did anything but 
one ambassador, Lord Pauncefote, made 
a proposal. Lord Cranborne's 
therefore, is treated here as being a mere 
verbal quibble. Moreover the impression 
made on the ambassadors of the other 
powers at the conference held at Wash- 
ingeon, April 14, 1898, was not that Lord 
‘Pauncefote was merely sounding them 
to determine how an 
posal expected later from Austria would 
be received. Lord Pauncefote’s propos- 
al was understood as an independent ini- 
tiative, 

Germany’s Side in Full. 

The official Reichsanzeiger this evening 
published the folowing: 

“In order to definitely clear up the 
question, so far ‘as it affects Germany, 
in regard to the powers in the spring 
of 1898, relative to the idea of interven- 
tion in the Spanish-American conflict, 
we publish two documents, which fol- 
low. 

‘The first is dated Berlin, April 15, 
1898, and is addressed to the emperor .by 
Count Von Buelow, then secretary of 
state. Count Von Buelow transmits to 
the emperor a telegram from Dr. Von 
Holleben, dated Washington, as -fol- 
lows: 

“The British ambassador today took 
the initiative, in a very remarkable man- 


“ner, in a new collective step of the rep- 


resentatives of the great powers here, 
We suppose the queen regent made rep- 
resentations to the queen of England. 
In this sense the six representatives, at 
the request’ of the British ambassgior, 
are telegraphing to their governments 
in the sense which follows: 

“" "In view of the attitude of con- 
gress, no hope of peace can any longer 
be entertained, and the general opinion 
is that the powers als6 would have no 
objection to war. A good basis for fresh 
negotiations appeared to be afforded by 
the note of the Spanish minister April 
10. If this view fs shared by the govern- 
ments it seemS advisable to dispel the 
erroneous notiom-Rere that armed inter- 
vention in Cuba meets with the sup- 
port of the civilized world. (The presi- 
dent in his message of December said it 
was Only in that case that he desired 
ntervention.) The representatives of tle 
powers here think in these circumstances 
that the great powers might call the at- 
tention of the American government to 
the Spanish note of April 10 and might 
declare that intervention did not appear 
to them to be justified. This declaration 
might take the form of a collective note 
from the powers to the representative 
of the United States. : 


Dr. Von Hoileben Against It. 


**“Such a document would produce a 
greater impression and the representa- 
tives cf the powers here would not then 
incur the risk of appearing to repeat 
their first step, which the president, 
in his latest messave as not even 
deigned to mention. in the event of an 
identical note being decided upon, it 
would be advisable to publish it imme- 
diately in order that the civilized world 
to whos authority the appeal is made 
may be absolved from reproach in ap- 
proving of this attack.’’ 

“ ‘Dr. Von Holleben adds: 

‘**Personally I regard this 
tion somewhat coldly.’ 

“And fo this concluding sentence of 
the ambassador, the emperor appended 
the following note: 

‘*‘T regard it as completely futile 
and purposeless and therefore preju- 
dicial. I am aguinst this step.’ 


“Dr. Von Holleben also subsequently 
forwarded the text of the collective tele- 
gram as originally submitted by the Brit- 
ish to the other foreign representatives 
for communication to their governments. 
The text of this document follows:

BY BLACK HAND 


White Conductor Fatally 
Shot by a Negro at 
Asheville, .N, C. 


SERVANT WAS INSOLENT, 
AND: RECEIVED CUFFING 


Latter Declines To Serve Conductor, 
and Inflicts Fatal Wound. 
Railroad Men Are Furious 
and Crowd Is Around 
Jail. 


Asheville, N. C., February 12.—At 

breakfast this morning, at Glen Rock 
hotel, J. H. Salisbury, conductor on the 
Knoxville branch of the Southern rail- 
wey was shot and mortally wounded by 
a negro waiter, who is now in jail. 
The waiters occupied seats around the 
stove in the office, contrary to the rules 
of the hotel. Conductor Salisbury came 
in and. ordered one of the negroes to get 
up.. The negro gave him an insolent 
reply and the conductor struck him with 
his open hand, Knocking the negro from 
the chair. 

Subsequently the negro refused to wait 
on Salisbury, and when the latter com- 
plained, the negro fired four shots at him. 

The railroad men are furious. A large 
crowd is gathering around the jail. The 
jail is a strong one, and it {ts not be- 
lieved that the crowd will be able to force 
an entrance.

Prisoner Is Returned to the Jail in 
Carrollton.

FOURTH SENTENCE OF LANIER 


MISSIXSIPPI MURDERER MUST 
HANG ON MARCH 19. 
Many Escapes and Appeals Have 
Kept the Slippery Prisoner 
from the Gallows. 


Jackson, Miss., Februa., —(Speciat. 
Unless he manages to make another of 
his celebrated escapes in the meantime. 
Will Lanier, the Monroe county outlaw 
and murderer, will be hanged at Aber- 
deen on the 19th day of March. A de- 
cision to this effect has been rendered 
by the supreme court, it being the 
fourth time that a date has been fixed 
for his execution. 

Lanier was convicted nearly two years 
ago of the murder of the Biddle broth- 
ers, being assisted in the crime by two 
other members of his family, who are 
now in the penitentfary, serving sen- 
tences. The crime was peculiarly atro- 
clous and on appeal to the supreme 
court the lower court verdict was af- 
firmed and a new mandate set for La- 
nier’s death. 

Just a few days prior to the ‘ate for 
the hanging Lanier escaped and re- 
mained at large several months. He 
was captured in Georgia a few months 
since and returned to the Aberdeen jail. 

While awaiting re-senternce he again 
escaped and remained at large several 
days, being finally recaptured near his 
old home. The court then fixed another 
date for his execution, another supreme 
court appeal was taken, date for exe- 
cution lapsed, and the supreme court 
now fixes a new date for March 19. 

Lanier igs being kept constantly under 
the surveillance of a heavy guard and 
it is not likely that he will be allowed to 
secure liberty again. 

The supreme court has affirmed the 
lower court decision in the case of Tom 
Self, convicted of manslaughter in Pon- 
totoc county and given a twenty-year 
sentence In the penitentiary.

The suit grows out of the wreck which 
occurred near Rex, in this county, on the 
night of the 4th of Jaruary, between two 
freight trains ‘n a head-end collision, 
where three men, tncluding the. paintiff's 
husband, lost their lives. 
The plaintiff claims that 
Charles C. Wallace, was the engineer of 
the north-bound train, and that the wreck 
occurred on account of the gross negli- 
gence of the night operator at McDonough 


giving her husband orders against that 
train. Mrs. Wallace avers ihat her hus- 
band’s train, under the rules of the com- 
pany, was the superior trafn of the two 
and had the right of track, and he ought 
io have been first notified that he was to 
meet that train before it left Atlanta, as 
it was on the time of her husband's 
train. 

Mr. Wallace was one of the most ex- 
perienced engineers in the state and was 
prorrinent fn the order of the Brotherhood 
of (Locomotive Engineers and in other 
fraternal societies. 

The case will be watched with a great 
deal of interest. It will be tried next 
fall.

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Congress and the Canal. 

A press telegram from Mexico re- 
ports some significant utterances by 
General Rafael] Reyes concerning the 
attitude of Colombia in the Panama 
canal matter. General Reyes was the 
delegate of Colombia to the late Pan- 
American congress and has been in- 
vited by his countrymen to become the 
next president of that republic. His 
statements, therefore, take on the 
character of semi-official declarations. 
He says that Colombia stands ready 
to make any concessions to the United 
States necessary for the building, 
owning and controlling of the Panama 
canal that Nicaragua would make in 
the interest of the proposed route 
through that country. General Reyes 
affirms also that the United States 
can have a guaranteed grant of the 
right of way and of territorial jurisdic- 
tion to any extent needful. 

We have no doubt that General 
Reyes correctly represents the feeling 
of the Colombians in this matter and 
the presentation of his views makes 
it all the more important that con- 
gress should not undertake to deal 
hastily and arbitrarily with the ques- 
tion of a route for the isthmian canal. 
It is evident that there will be strong 
rivalry between the Central American 
sovernments to secure the location of 
this great water way, therefore we are 
the more convinced that the partof wis- 
dom for congress to adopt is to take the 
action that we have heretofore urged. 
That is, that congress should decide 
that a canal shall be built, and provide 
at once the ways and means for its 
construction, but leave the determina- 
tion of the route to the decision of the 
president, and such an expert commis- 
sion as he may summon to his aid. 
They can better make the necessary 
investigations and sécure the neces- 
sary concessions to assure this coun- 
try the most feasible operative route 
for all our future uses of . ‘an inter- 
oceanic canal. Py 

It is practically impossible for con- 
gress, with its 447 members, divided 
inte two houses, to properly digest 
and equalize the claims of the several 
reutes proposed, or to negotiate the 
concessions which it is desirable 
should be obtained from the istimian 
governments before the work is act- 
ually begun upon the canal. If the 
matter is left in the hands of the pres- 
ident and a commission of his selec- 
tion, the several propositions of the 
isthmian governments can be consid- 
ered side by side and the negotiations 
so conducted as to secure from one or 
the other of the interested countries 
everything that is necessary to secure 
the rights of this country to the fullest 
control, cperation and defense of the 
canal in perpetuity. 

This course involves no shirking of 
legislative duty by congréss and im- 
poses no extraconstitutional duty or 
burden on the president. It is within 
the lines of executive jurisdiction—as 
much as was the purchase of Loui- 
siana by Thomas Jefferson or the nego- 
tiation of the cession of Alaska by 
Andrew Johnson. The effort to hang 
up the whole canal project in congress 
and keep it circumlocuting between 
committees, whether standing or spe- 
cial, and finally to create as many 

‘factions as there are routes, locks, 
tunnels, barbors and dams—especially 
the latter—is very patent. It reveals 
the purpose of the transcontinental 

railroad trust to kill any canal propo- 
sition that may be made. 

Congress cannot afford to disappoint 
the people in this affair. It should 
adopt a route promptly, or turn the 
labor and responsibility of determin- 
‘ing the question over to the presi- 
dent, who, in any event, has the final 
word on the subject.

The opportunity of 1892 is again 
knocking at the door of the democ- 
racy. Rather, as Mr. Dooley says, it 
is breaking down the door, waking us 
up and offering to work for us as a 
hired man! 

Thos? of our leaders who are wise 
and in position to seize this issue 
at the psychological moment will-be 
expected to do so. By skillful hand- 
ling they can make it the paramount 
issue of the next campaign and force 
the republican party to stand on the 
defensive. They will have to account 
for the increased cost of living to the 
millions, for the gigantic trusts and 
their strangling of competition, and 
tor the whole brood of oppressions 
that aave grown out of the Dingley 
act. 

The issue of fair play and fair trade 
against a robber tariff and tyrannous 
trusts certainly sounds in the sylla- 
bles of victory. 
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Using the Talents of Others. 


Severa! days ago, in addressing the 
student body cf an educational insti- 
tution in the east, Mr. Andrew Carne- 
gie suggested the foilowing epitaph as 
an appropriate inscription to be 
placed upon his tombstone: 

“Here :ies a man who knew how to 
avail himself of ine services of other 
men who were much cleverer than 
himself.” 

Without overstepping the bounds of 
modest speech, the great steel mag- 
nate and millionaire philanthropist in 
the foregoing suggested epitaph has 
sounded the keynote of his wonderful 
success in iife and emphasized the 
peculiar quality of his own genius. To 
be able to command the talents of 
other men as Mr. Carnegie has com- 
manded them not only implies an 
ability to attract men by reason of 
some inherent power of magnetism, 
but also an ability to discern the pos- 
sibilities of practical use to which the 
talents of men may be put; and herein 
consists the peculiar gift which has 
made Mr. Carnegie one of the great- 
est financiers of the age! Although 
ne has shown that he could surround 
himself with men who in a particular 
way were his superiors, yet the nature 
of his own mental equipment made 
him in a general way superior to the 
men whose talents he has enlisted in 
his service. 

But the explanation which Mr. Car- 
negie gives of his own success in life 
is perhaps measurably true at least 
of the experience of successful men 
in general. No doubt hundreds of 
men have succeeded in putting them- 
selves at the head of great industrial 
and commercial establishments, not 
so much by reason of their own pecul- 
iar endowments as by reason of their 
ability to recognize the endowments 
of other men; and if such is indeed 
the case, they deserve all the more 
credit. On the contrary, hundreds of 
men equipped with superior mental 
gifts have tailed to prove themselves 
equal to great responsibilities, largely 
because of an inability to avail them- 
selves of the talents of other men. 
This power of discernment is the 
Aladdin's lamp which has wrought 
many of the financial miracles and 


built up many of the colossal fortunes 


of the present day. 

What Mr. Carnegie says on the sub- 
ject of his own wonderful success in 
life may serve to stimulate the am- 
bitions of thousands of young mén 
who, though they may lack any 
marked talents themselves, may nev- 
ertheless possess the ability to make 
use of the talents of other men and 
thus win both fame and fortune, as 
Mr. Carnegie has done.

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The Status of the Philippines. 


The treatment of the Philippines 
case should largely pivot on the real 
purpose for which we acquired them. 
The treaty of Paris throws no light 
upon that question, simply recording 
the fact that Spain cedes the archi 
pelago to this country and that we will 

pay $20,000,000 in return for said ces- 
sion. 

If we took over the archipelago sim- 
ply to deprive Spain of one of her 
possessions, we accomplished the pur- 
pose and paid her boot in the transac- 
tion, and it is yet to appear who prof- 
ited the most by the bargain. 


If we took the islands in pursuance 


of a philanthropic intent to American- 
ize inem by the arts of “benevolent 
assimilation,” and all we have been 
doing over there has been in further- 
ance of that policy, we have scant 
reason to congratulate ourselves upon 
results to date and no grounds on 
which to predicate an early conclusion 
of our programme. 

On the contrary, the latest testimo- 
nies, even that of Governor Taft, 
would indicate that our: endeavors 
are vagarious in results and that we 
are facing conditions of resistance 
and revolt that may call for the use 
of 50,000 soldiers for the next twenty- 


five yetrs. This is rather a sarcasm 


in ‘tts.\f upon our alleged’ policy’ of 
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pacification and - “benevolent oun 
ilation.” 

It is nowhere alleged in the actual 
proceedings by which we took over 
the. Philippines, or in any subsequent 
legislation affecting them, that the 
existing administration proposes to 
prepare the islands for statehood in 
the unien, or to give to their people 
the full rights and privileges of citi- 
zens of the United States under the 
constitution. The purpose of the dom- 
inant party, supported by the deci- 
sions of a supreme court that is par- 
tial to its plans, te clearly otherwise. 
And that otherwise status can be noth- 
ing less than the holding of the 
Philippines in the relationship of a 
crown colony without other possible 
future enlargement. 

The possession of the archipelago 


can be no longer debated or combat-_ 


ted. Human nature obtrudes an in- 
superable objection to their alienation 
from our’ ownership. The American 
refuses to turn loose what is his own. 
In the face of that overwhelming fact 
the only wisdom is to devise a just, 
humane and constitutional plan of 
government for the islands and their 
pecples. 

The démocratic masses ef the coun- 
try stand for possession and pacifica- 
tion. They believe peace will follow 
the application of peaceful methods, 
and in this view they are supported 
by a large contingent of the republi- 
can party. They believe the consti- 
tution can be as safely applied in the 
Philippines as in New Mexico, Alaska 
or Hawaii. They believe that the or- 
ganization of home rule governments, 
responsible to federal laws and the 
executive supervision, can be devel- 
oped with as perfect results among 
the Filipinos as among the Porto 
Ricans. The arguments for such a 
programme are invincible and the peo- 
ple of the United States can be de- 
pended upon to adopt that policy 
whenever they get a definite oppor- 
tunity. 

The democratic party can well af- 
ford to plant itself upon a platform 
of that signficance, because it is in 
line with the party’s past history re- 
garding’ territorial administration. 
The questions which lie at the other 
end of that route can be wisely left 
until their day arrives. It is prema- 
ture and useless to agitate them now, 
The real issue is between constitu- 
tional territorial government and 
colonialism, backed up by bayonets 
and carried on by carpetbaggers. 
The answer of the American people to 
that proposition is certain.

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ATLAMTA BAR MOVES TO 
DEFENSE OF CITY COURT 


’ 


There will be a meeting of the members 
of the Atlanta bar tomorrow morning at 
10 o’clock in the superior court room, at 
which timé action will be taken regard- 
ing the point raised in the supreme court 
as to whether that court has jurisdiction 
to entertain writs of error from the city 
court of Atlanta. 

The ‘matter is of considerable interest 
and importance to the lawyers in the 
city, and it is expected that the meeting 
will be largely attended. 

The folfowing call for the meeting, 
which was issued yesterday by Vice 
President Abbott, of the bar association, 
explains briefly the object of the session: 

“A meeting of the bar of the city is 
called for Friday, the Mth instant, at 10 
o'clock a. m., at the superior court room, 
to take action teuching the question 
raised in the supreme court as to whether, 
under the law as it now stands, the court 
has jurisdiction to entertain writs of er- 
ror from the city court of Atlanta. Aljll 
members of the bar are requested to be 
present. BENJAMIN F. ABBOTT, 
“Vice President Atlanta Bar Associa- 

tion.”’ 

Questions Propounded. 

The supreme court yesterday, in pur- 
suance of its questions put to the Atlanta 
attorneys with reference to the city court 
of Atlanta, through Presiding Justice 
Lumpkin, propounded a number of ques- 
tions in writing on this subject, which 
the attorneys are to take under consid- 
eration and to which they are expected 
to make reply. . 

The matter first came up in the su- 
preme court while Burton Smith was 
making an argument in a case which he 
carried up from the city court. 

It is probable, at the suggestion of the 
supreme court, that three lawyers will 
be selected from the Atlanta bar to ar- 


| gue the matter before that tribunal when 


it is taken up. This and other prelimi- 
nary matters in connection with the 
court will be attended to at the meeting 
of the Atlanta bar tomorrow. 

The questions propounded by the su- 
preme court in reterence to its jurisdic- 
tion over writs of error from the criminal 
court of Atlanta and the city court of 
Atlanta are as follows: 


I.—First. ‘Does not the act of September 6, 
i891, ‘‘to establish the criminal court of At- 
lanta,’’ ete., undertake to create an entirely 
new and independent court? 

Second. Thus treating it, 
@egarded as a ‘‘city court’ established under 
paragraph § of section 2 of article 6 of the 
section 5836), which 
expressly names che city courts of Atlanta and 
Savannah and gives to them ‘‘and such other 
like courts as may be hereafter established in 
other cities’’ writs of error? Does not the 
phrase ‘‘other cities’’ refer to cities other than 
Atlanta and Savannah? In other words, can 
there be two city courts inthe same city, 
entitled to a writ of error? 

Third. As the first section of the above men- 
tioned act establishes the criminal court ‘‘in 
the county of Fulton,’’ is the court established 
in any city at all? 

Fourth. Does not the fact that under the act 
trial juries shall consist of five persons only 
take the court out of the class of city courts 
entitled to a writ of error? 

Fifth. As the criminal court has under the 
act no civil jurisdiction whatever, can it be 
properly termed a court ‘‘like’’ either the city 
court ef Atlanta or the city court of Savannah 
as they stood December 5, 1|877? 

Sixth. Does it not result, as a necessary con- 
clusion from the foregoing, that the thirteenth 
section of the act under consideration, pro- 
viding for a writ of error to the supreme court, 
is unconstitutional and void? 

lI.—First. Is the above mentioned act of 189! 
unccnstitutional, in whole or in part, because 
contrary to paragraph 8 of section 7, article 3, 
of the constitution (civil code, section 5771), 
which declares that ‘‘No law or ordinance shall 
pass which refers to more than one subjeci- 
matter or contains matter different from what 
is expressed in the title thereof?” 

This question is suggested by reason of the 
fact that this act not only undertakes to cre- 
ete a criminal court In Fulton county, but also 
to “amend an act establishing city court of 
Atlanta, passed December 15, 1871, and acts 
amendatory thereof,’’ and, in so doing, to de- 
prive the court last mentioned of al) its crim- 
inel jurisdiction, and: further to. provide for 
two divisions of that court with jurisdiction 
over civil cases only, and to declare that the 
judge of the new criminal court shall, under 
specified conditions, preside in the city court. 

Second. Does the criminal court act of 1891 
violate the provisions of paragraph 17. section 
7. article 3 of the constitution (civil code. sec- 
tion 5779), which declares that ‘‘No law, or 
section of the code, shall be amended or re- 
pealed by mere reference to its title, or to the 
number of the section of the code, but the 
amending or repealing act shal! distinctly de- 
scribe the law to be amended or repealed, as 
weli as the alteration to be made?’’ 

This inguiry is suggested because of the 
manner in which the act of 1891 in Its title 
refers to the ‘‘act establishing city court of 
Atlanta, passed December 15, 1871, and acts 
amendatory théreof;’’ and in its body (section 
15) provides that ‘‘the jurisdiction given to the 
city court of Atlanta by the act of Decémber 
15. 1871. and act amendatory thereof.’’ in so 
far as such jurisdiction relates to criminal 
cases, be withdrawn from that court and con- 
ferred upon the new criminal court. 

Third. If the criminal court act of 1891 is in 
part constitutional, what portions thereof have 
effect as valid subsisting law? 

Fourth. Would it not be proper to hold that 
s0 much of the act of 1891 as undertakes to 
create two divisions of the original city court 
is unconstitutional because there is nothing in 
the title of that act to authorize any such 
legislation? 

1Il.—First. Can any substantial change in the 
jurisdiction or procedure of the city court of 
Atlanta, aa it existed on the 5th day of De- 
cember, I871. be constitutionally made by 
legislative enactment? 

Second. Upon the assumption that such a 
change can corstitutionally be made, and that 
by the act of 1891, the city court of Atlanta 
was deprived of all jurisdiction in criminal 
cases, does a writ of error still lie from that 
court to the supreme c court ?

Washington, February 2 2.—(Special Cors 
respondence.)—Senator Allison's ane 
nouncement of the republican steering 
committee, technically known as the com- 
mittee on the order of business, means 
that the republicans will make an early 
effort to determine a plan of action for 
the senate with a view to expediting leg- 
islation. 

So far this session matters have drifted 
along without any very definite pro- 
gramme. While the Philippine tariff bill 
is the pending business and is so recog- 
nized, there has as yet been no very de- 
termined effort to push it te a vote. The 
republicans have realized that the qies- 
tions involved must necessarily bring out 
a great deal of discussion, for even 
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SENATOR ALLISON, 
Head of the Steering Committee. 
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though the bill is simply a tariff bill,.all 
questions appertaining to Philippine gov- 
ernment must necessarily be touched 
upon in the debates concerning it. The 
republicans have realized that a good 
many senators have views upon the dif- 
ferent phases of the Philippine problems 
to which they desire to. give expression, 
and they have felt that, under the lati- 
tude of senate debate, this discussion 
might just as well come now as any other 
time. Nobody is being injured in any 
great measure by the delay in action 
upon this tariff bill 

The only difference that delay makes 
is that no tariff duties are now being col- 
lected at American ports upon shipments 
from the Philippines. The amount of 
duty involved is, of course, very small, 
as the amount of imports is-small; and 
the distance is so great that very few 
people will be able to take advantage of 
the delay and ship into the ports of the 
United States articles upon which they 
would otherwise have to pay duty. The 
one product which is affected in any ap- 
preciable degree is sugar, and the amount 
of sugar brought in from the Philippines 
annually is a mere drop in the bucket 
so far as the revenues derived by this 
government through tariff duties are con- 
cerned.

New Members and Their Views.

matters to deal with this session, how- 
ever, and the republicans propose, 
through the work of their steering com- 
mittee, to lay down 4 specific programme 
to be followed.

The longer a senator sees service, the 
more he becomes impressed with the con- 
viction that, however greatly the senate 
may be criticised at times, the methods 
pursued by that body would be difficult 
to improve. When we are in favor of 
the enactment of some measure, we all 
ef us complain that something should be 
done to hurry up the senate; but when 
a bad measure is before that body we 
all of us indorse the wisdom of senate 
methods. It is a face to which all sena- 
tors of expefience, without any regard 
whatsoever to political faith, will attest, 
that no measure of great value to the 
country has failed through senatorial 
courtesy or senatorial debate, and that 
many bad measures have been kfiled tn 
thie Way. 


House Methods Contrasted. 


The necessity for the present method 
of doing things in the senate Is, of course, 
emphasized by the way the house does 
business. The other day a Tennessee pa- 
per declared that the people were “get- 
ting very tired of sending representatives 
up here who were not able to secure im- 
mediate recognition from the chair’ to 
push through favored legislation. That 
all sounds very well, but it betokens ex- 
treme ignorance of exactly ‘what the 
house methods mean. In the house there 
is absolute majority rule—indeed, it might 
be termed majority rule run mad. This 
Tennessee paper wag hitting at some 
member of the minority, I do not know 
just which one. No member of the mi- 
nority ;is responsible for the rule which 
makes the speaker and his two associates 
absolute dictators in all matters of legis- 
lation. They have this power because it 
is given to them by the majority, and the 
majority, no matter how much gome in- 
dividuals may at times protest, stands 
to this powerful triumvirate. 

Its programme has not yet been made 
up, but the first thing upon it will be 
the passage of the Philippine tariff bill, 
Appropriation bills come along at vari- 
ous times and have the right of way, 
but outside of these appropriation bills, 
nothing else is to be allowed to disturb 
or delay the passage of the Philippine 
tariff bill. After that the Cuban rellef 
bill may be reached, then, in order to be 
determined, the Philippine government 
legislation, the shipping bill, and other 
measures of less pressing impertance.

DEATH OF COLUMBUS W. POPE. 


One of Aiabama’s Aged and Valued 
Citizens Passes Away.

Columbus W. Pope; possibly the oldest 
citizen of east Alabama, died at his home 
at Loachapoka today of general debility.

A special to The Post from Silverton 
today says: 

“Of the 8 Chinese who resided at 
Silverton ten days ago, 25 remain. The 
remaining 25, it is believed, will leave 
within the next week or so. When the 
last Chinaman deperts, the ban against 
the yellow man will be strictly enforced. 

“The hegira ‘s due to the boycott 
declared two weeks ago by the union la- 
boring men of Silverton. The unions 
declared against patronizing e.ther Chi- 
nese restaurants or laundries in Silver- 
ton and their proprietors were quick- 
ly informed that‘they could not remain 
here. The Chinese are not being hur- 
ried in their departure, but it is gen- 
erally understood that they must leave.”’

NATIONAL TROT CONGRESS. ~ 
_ HOLD BIENNIAL SESSION 


New York, February 12.—The National 
Trotting congress held its Diennial ses- 
sion here today. The committee on nomi- 
nations reported for the reelection of the 
present officers, including the members 
of the board of review, J. Malcom Forbes, 
of Boston; John C Welty, of Canton, 
Ohio, and R. H. Plant, of Macon, Ga. 

A new rule, 16, section 1, referring to 
disqualification, was adopted. It pro- 
vides: 

“Owners who start horses, riders or 
drivers who ride or drive and all horses 
started at the meetings conducted by per- 
sons under penalty by either the Na- 
tional Trotting Association or the Amer- 
ican Trotting Association shall, by oper- 
ation of the rules, be henceforth disqual- 
ified from the right to compete on grounds 
of members, which disqualification may 
be removed only by order of the board 
of review and upon payment of a fine of 
$100, to go to this association, the fine 
to apply to the horse or horses disquali- 
fied, regardless of any change of owner- 
ship.”’ 

Another change provides that written 
or telegraphic notice for the drawing of 
a horse shall be given instead of oral no- 
tice sometimes given in the past. Anoth- 


| 


er change provides that no heat shall be 
called after sunset. ; 

Rule 24, section 2, was amended so as 
not to permit any person interested in 
any horse in a race to act “in any official 
capacity in that race,” 

Rule 31 was amended so as to allow 
printed conditions of a race to arrange 
for other than the usual number of heats. 

The rule covering the sandwiching of 
heats was changed so as to allow sand- 
wiching of héats three races on one day. 

A new section allowing the waiving of 
distance on consent was adopted. 

Besides other penaities, the fine for al- 
lowing suppression of the correct time 
was increased from $100 to $500. A board 
for determining records was established 
to consist of the presidents of the Na- 
tional, American and Register associa- 
tions. 

The following was added to rule #4 Dy 
a vote of 272 to 12: 

“Records cannot be made of bars in- 
curred in trials of speed, where there is 
no pool selling, bookmaking or other pub- 
llc betting on event, no money competed 
for, no entrance charged or co..ected 
from competing horses, no admission fee 
to the gate and no privileges of any kind 
sold. Such performances shall not be con- 
sijered public races.”

Prime on the Crop iStuation. 


(From The New York Stockholder.) . 
Chicago, Fé@bruary 8.—With the mercury be- 
low zero, nearly every day and night since 
the Ist of February, 1902, with the ground 
generally covered with snow to the depth of 
from 2 to 5 inches, certainly we have no indi- 
cations at present of an early spring. These 
conditions have made more or less delay in 
railroad traffic, but not enough, however, to 
render any of our great trunk lines unable to 
move passengers or ‘freight. 

Speaking of freight, offerings of grain all 
over the west and southwest have been unusu- 
ally light, owing not so much to the recent 
drop in prices, but to theaunwillingness among 
producers to sell on the present market. So 
much grain has been moved when prices were 
higher that farmers saw n> necessity to geell, 
and are now ‘iookers on, waiting for the ad- 
vent of spring and seeding season and the out- 
come of the crops of 1902 before they will 
think again of parting with their reserves. 

During all this recent cold weather the win- 
ter wheat crop, as would very naturally be sup- 
posed, has been well protected by snow, yet at 
the game time south of the Ohio river snow 
and ice are its covering. There is very little 
frost in the ground, and when the ice begins 
to thaw and the snow begins to: melt this mois- 
ture will sink into the ground rapidly and give 
the wheat that nourishment it stands so great- 
ly in need of today. We stil put the winter 
wheat crop in a fair condition. Its trials and 
tribulations for the next six weeks are many 
and the outcome depends more than it did last 
year at this date upon exceptionally fine weath- 
er during March. Farmers are holding back 
even with greater tenacity than ever before 
what reserves they had on: hand waiting to 
see more than price what will be the fate of 
the crop now in the ground. 

The only change we have to note this week 
in’ the corn situation is the very small-re- 
ceipts at grain centers, not averaging at this 
point over fifty cars per day. 

There is no fncreage in corn in crib at ralil- 
road stations, and the corn which has been 
coming to market very recently is almost whol- 
ly the corn which was sold on the farms and 
at points of production at 60 cents per bushel. 
Never before in the history of the grain trade 
were the possibilities of corn for the future 
as great as they are today.

TAMPERED WITH 


Cause of Fatal Accident 
Stated in Police 
Court. 


NEGLIGENCE, IF ANY. 
WAS NOT CRIMINAL 


Cases Made in Connection with the 
Eiseman Building Accident Dis- 
- missed by the Recorder. 
Witnesses Swore Scaf- 
fold Was Raised. 


The three cases made as a result of 
the accident in the Eiseman building were 
dismissed by the recorder yesterday on 
the ground that no criminal intent was 
shown, even if there had been careless- 
ness in moving the scaffold. 

The defendants were William Flindt, 
foreman; W. Ball, sub-foreman, and 


W. R. Elmore, carpenter. 

It was shown by some of the evidence 
introduced that changes were made in the 
scaffold just prior to the accident which 
killed three men, and experts believed 
the changes weakened the structure. The 
scaffold, according to the story told by 
witnesses, first rested on the lower and 
rough,floor. When the carpenters wish- 
« ed to lay the finishing’floor the scaffold 
was raised a few inches by jacking up 
the props. The props were held in place 
by splicing on long braces. This rais- 
ing was done on omy one side of the 
scaffold. It was stated by a witness that 
when the accident occurred Elmore was 
{in the very act of raising one of the props 
and that Elmore afterwards carried wit- 
ness to the scene of the accident and 
showed. him how a brace had slipped 
which he (Elmore) was trying to move. 
The scaffold gave way by careening or 
sliding to one side and went down in a 
heap. The. raised props farthest from 
the street gave way first and the whole 
scaffold fell in that direction. 

What Defendants Stated. — 

Flindt, in his statement, denied having 
given and order to move the scaffold. 
Ball made the same statement. Bilmore 
stated he did move one of the braces, 
but the scaffold did not “break down un- 
tii several minutes afterwards.’’ 

The investigation lasted over an hour 
in the recorder’s court. A number of 
prominent attorneys Were present and the 
witnesses were closely questioned. There 
appeared to be no doubt but that the 
scaffold had been raised on one side-in 
order that the finishing floor might be 
laid, but there was no evidence to show 
that any one had been guilty of negli- 
gence with a criminal infént. If the 
changing of the scaffold caused fhe acci- 
dent, it was such an accident for which 
pecuniary damages might be asked, but 
not such as would ¢all for a criminal 
prosecution. That was the view the re- 
corder took of the case and he dismissed 
the charges against the defendants.

COMMITTEE PROMISED TO 
GIVE $12,000 IN PREMIUMS 


Valdo@a Will Also Pay Society Part 
of Net Proceeds—Hon. Dudley 
Hughes, New President of 
Society, Inducted Into 
Office. 


Valdosta won in the contest with Sa- 
vannah for the next state fair before the 
executive committee of the State Agri- 
cultural Society yesterday, and the exhi- 
bition of Georgia's products next fall will 
be made in the former city. 

Both cities had committees here to ap- 
pear before the executive committee, and 
the struggle for the honor was an inter- 
esting one. Valdosta made the best offer, 
however, and without giving her rival 
a chance to make another bid, the com- 
mittee knocked the fair down to that 
city. 

Another notable feature of the meet- 
ing was the induction into office of Hon. 
Dudley Hughes, of Twiggs county, the 
newly elected president of the State Agri- 
cultural Society. 

The committee met at 10:30 a. m. at the 
Kimball house, a quorum being present. 
Letters and: messages were received, 
which accounted for the absence of a 
number of the members, illness being the 
cause in a majority of the cases. 

It was expected that Hon. J. Pope 
Brown, former president of the society, 
would introduce Colonel Hughes, but Mr. 
Brown was confined to his room in the 
hotel on account of illness, and was un- 
able to be present. Hon. Martin VY. Cal- 
vin, of Augusta, secretary of the society, 
performed this pleasant task in the ab- 
sence of Mr. Brown. Mr. Calvin called 
the committee te: order, and voicing the 
regrets of the body! at the illness of Colo- 
nel Brown and the unavoidable absence 
of ‘other members, congratulated the so- 
ciety and its executive board on the fact 
that in the newly-chosen president would 
be found those elements that would make 
his administration a splendid success, sus- 
taining in every essé@ntial the brilliant 
record made by President Brown. He was 
confident that Colonel Hughes would 
bring to the difficult, important and dell- 
cate duties of the presidency that de- 
gree of energy, wisdom and self-sdacri- 
fice absolutely nec@ssary to the dccom- 
plishment of the society’s great work.

George -W.>Owens, president of the Sa- 
vannah Fair Association, and Iaaiah,Sol- 
omons, of Savannah, appeared before the 
executive committee jin behalf of that 
city, while ex-Senators W. 8. West and 
tT. G. Cranford and A. T. Moore com- 
posed the delegation that came to urge 
Valdosta’s claims to the state fair this 
year. 

The Savannah committee said the busi- 
ness people of Savannah were especially 
anxious to have the fair again this year. 
They proposed to guarantee $10,000 in pre- 
miums and to pay all expenses incident 
to the holding of the fair. This proposi- 
tion, as was also that of the Valdosta 
people, was made in writing. 

The Valdosta committe went the Sa- 
vannah people just @ little better. They 
guaranteed $12,000 in premiums, all the 
expenses of the fair fd agreed to give 
the society 26 per cent of the net profit.

would erect any additional buildings at 
the fair grounds that might be needed. 

In executive session the two proposi- 
tions were carefully considered, and by 
a unanimous and rising vote Valdosta’s 
proposition was accepted. 

The president wag instructed, at his 
leisure, to appoint a.fair and premium 
committee of five, of which committee 
himself and Secretary Calvin shall be 
members. This committee will fix the 
formal contract to be signed by the so- 
ciety’s representatives and the Valdosta 
Exposition Company's Officials and name 
the date of the fair.

Secretary Calvin was seen at the Kim- 
ball last night, and when asked about 
the attendance on the meeting and the 
interest manifested, he said: 

‘The attendance of executive commit- 
teemen on the meeting held today was 
especially encouraging. When it is con- 
sidered that these gentlemen have no 
interest in this work other than love of 
state—no return other than the conscious- 
ness of a public duty cheerfully per- 
formed—their coming together at personal 
expense and great personal inconvenience 
augurs well for the agriculture of Geor- 
gia. It is just this spirit that has won 
for the society the great prestige it en- 
joys. The State Agricultural Society was 
in the past, is in the present, will be in 
the future a power for good in Georgia. 
The society's work has been done in a 
quiet, unassuming way, but the results 
are manifold and are to be seen on every 
hand. 

“It was generally believed that when 
the railroads determined that they could 
io longer extend the courtesy of free 
transportation to the delegates to the 
annual convention, the society would in- 
continently die. Well, to be candid about 
it, the society was a little staggered by 
the suddenness of the decision, but she 
has right@i herself. This was made 
clearly evident by the large attendance 
on today’s meeting of the executive com- 
mittee. 

“Tl feel greatly encouraged. We shall 
begin at once the work of organizing 
clubs in every county which has no club.
